ordinance shall upon conviction 
be 
fined not to exceed $100.00 or th irty 
days in ja il, or by lx>th such fine ami 
im prisonm ent. 
¡Section 4—All ordinances or p arts 
of ordinances in conflict herew ith are 
hereby repealed.
